OUTLOOK  AND   SITUATION    BOARD   ESTABLISHED  FOR   CLEARANCE 

OF  REPORTS 

An  Outlook  and  Situation  Board,  established  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
December  12,  1945,  is  responsible  for  the  technical  review  and  approval  of  all 
economic  situation  and  outlook  reports  prepared  within  the  Department.  Bush- 
rod  W.  Allin  has  been  designated  as  chairman. 

In  general,  situation  and  outlook  reports  are  those  which  contain  interpre- 
tations of  a  situation,  or  an  outlook  statement  as  to  what  may  be  expected  in  the 
future.     More  specifically,  these  include  : 

(a)   Periodical  and  specific  outlook  and  situation  reports  prepared  in  the 

Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
(&)   Outlook  and  situation  statements  appearing  in  world  summaries  of 

crop  and  livestock  statistics  and  in  crop  and  livestock  reports. 

(c)  All  food  outlook  and  situation  statements  prepared  in  the  Department. 

(d)  Other  regularly  issued  reports  which,  after  discussion  between  the 
head  of  any  agency  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  are  considered  to 
be  covered  under  the  Secretary's  Memorandum  1139,  establishing  the 
Board. 

(e)  Any  other  report  containing  interpretations  of  a  situation  or  an  out- 
look statement. 

All  rewrites  or  summaries  of  outlook  and  situation  reports  such  as  those 
appearing  in  the  Agricultural  Situation  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  and  those  appearing  in  reviews  published  by  the  Production  and 
Marketing  Administration,  as  well  as  outlook  and  situation  statements  in  press 
releases,  shall  be  cleared  by  the  Chairman  or  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  foregoing  information  is  called  to  the  attention  of  Bureau  employees,  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

PAY   INCREASES   AS   REWARDS   FOR   SUPERIOR   ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

Pay  increases  for  superior  accomplishments  may  be  awarded  to  any  perma- 
nent, war-service  indefinite,  or  probationary  employee  paid  on  a  per  annum  basis 
in  accordance  with  the  salary  scales  established  by  the  Classification  Act  of  1923, 
as  amended. 
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The  following  criteria  shall  be  applied  to  each  case  to  determine  whether  or 
not  the  employee  has  performed  service  deserving  the  special  pay  increase : 

Type  A.  Quantity  and  quality  of  work  production,  for  a  period  of  at  least 
three  months,  which  substantially  exceeds  the  requirements  for  an 
excellent  efficiency  rating,  and  merits  special  recognition  among  those 
elegible  for  such  a  rating. 

Type  B.  Initiation  of  an  idea,  method,  or  device  which  has  been  adopted 
because  it  is  expected  to  reduce  costs  or  improve  the  public  service. 

Type  C.  An  individual  act  or  service  in  the  public  interest,  related  to 
official  employment  but  beyond  the  requirements  of  the  employee's  posi- 
tion, and  of  an  unusual  or  distinctive  character. 

No  pay  increase  may  be  made  which  would  raise  the  employee's  salary  above 
the  maximum  of  his  grade.  No  employee  may  receive  more  than  one  such  increase 
within  a  period  of  12  or  18  months  which  must  elapse  between  his  regular  within- 
grade  pay  increase.  If  a  grade  promotion  resulting  in  a  salary  increase  has  been 
granted  since  the  cause  for  pay  increase  for  superior  accomplishment  occurred, 
no  reward  shall  be  granted  in  the  new  grade. 

Officials  in  charge  are  requested  to  report  to  the  Bureau  all  cases  of  meri- 
torious service  which  meet  any  of  the  three  criteria  above  mentioned.  Recom- 
mendations should  set  forth  all  the  pertinent  information,  including  dates,  to 
enable  the  Bureau  Committee  on  Meritorious  Promotions  to  consider  each  case 
with  all  facts  before  it.
